The application has been amended as follows: 
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[0147] As with the previous embodiments, the ureteral stent 100C may include 
any number of extension members 1 14C extending from the proximal end portion 106C 
of elongate member 102C. For example, Figures 8A, 8B, and 8C all illustrate 
embodiments of ureteral stent 100C having four extension members. Figure 8D 
illustrates an embodiment of ureteral stent 100C having three extension members. 
Figures 8E and 9B illustrate embodiments of ureteral stent 100C" having two extension 
members. In addition, the extension members maybe formed in a variety of different 
shapes and sizes. For example, Figure 8A illustrates an embodiment of ureteral stent 
100C having extension members 114C. Figures 8B and 8D illustrate embodiments of a 
ureteral stent having extension members 1 14C1 . Figures 8C and 8E illustrate further 
embodiments of a ureteral stent having extension members 1 14C". Figure 9B 
illustrates a ureteral stent having extension members 114C'". The extension members 
1 14C-1 14C" may be formed monolithically with the elongate member as described 
above for the previous embodiments. Specifically, in one embodiment, the elongate 
member is split to form the extension members. As shown, for example, in Figures 8A- 
8E and 9B. the extension members 1 14C-1 14C"" can define multiple openings in a wall 
of the elongate member, and the openings can be disposed at a distance from a 
proximal end of the elongate member. In addition, in one embodiment, the extension 
members 1 14C-1 14C"" are homogenously constructed and have a solid cross-section 
as shown for extension members 1 14C""in Figure 9C. The solid cross-section extends 
from the proximal end to the distal end of each of the extension members 1 14C-1 14C".
